STATUS OF THE SUGAR WAR

Hew Lecal Grecery Jobbers Have Been
Affected by It

. ——

TRUST WON'T LET THEM FILL ALL ORDERS

Beet Sagar Men Insist that Sole Pare
pose in to Crush Ount Beot Sugar
Industey (o Give Trast
a Momopoly.

There s no change in the local sugar
pituation. Omaha jobbers are receiving or-
ders ten times as large as they are able Lo
fill. Retall dealers, seclnog an opportunity
to buy sugar below actual which
is not generally afforded them, are only
provented from laying o supplies large
enough 1o last them the entire year by the
fact that the refining company will not
deliver the gooda to the jobbers in quan-
titles sufclent for them to execute the
orders recelved,

The local representative drlhr' Sugar
trust will make no positive statement Iin
regard to tho quantity of sugar which will
probably be delivered at Omaba at present
prices. The jobbers look at the matter in
A little different light.

A Jobber's View,

Bald O, H. Plckens of the Paxton-Galla-
gher company: “'We recelve orders for ten
bags where we get one bag of sugar. As
& result of this condition we have Instructed
all salesmen to place orders for sugar on
& separate liat; when these llsts are re-
colved they nre registered and ns the
sugar arrives it s Alylided pro rata among
the retallers. Thia ls necessary in order
to give every man a chance to get some
wugar at the present price-—~§426 per hun-
dred welght

“The situation is pecullar in that we are
selling granulated sugar for less than we
sell lower grades. According to the siate-
ments of the refiners, It costs at least
$4.0214 to lay the sugar down in Omaba, ex-
clusive of brokerage and packing, The
American Beot Bugnr company s keeping
out of the Aght. This shows their wisdom,
as 1 belleve that the Americun Refining
company s ooly too anxious to have them
meet the reduction Yo order to secure an
argument in favor of the abolitlon of the
present tariff on Cuban raw sugars. The
American Bugar company Is already mak-
iog large profits on free raw sugar from
Hawail and would like to get Ita entire
raw materlal free from the tariff. If the
Heet Sugar compuny would meet the cut
they could claim befors congress that the
American producers did not need the tariff.

“At the same time the beet sugar people
can ship to New York or Chleago, quote
prices 10 cents below the card In those
cities and then make 25 cents u hundred
over the price west of the Missouri river.”

Same Story Everywhere,

Hdgar Allen of Allen Bros, sald: “We
are only recelving about half the sugar we
recelved this time last year and our or-
ders have more than doubled. What the
ultimate result will be no one can tell.”

J. 8. Brady of McCord-Brady & Co. sald:
“We are recelving the usual amount of
sugar and orders are piling up so that
we do not pretend to fill them. An order
{s received and filed. If & man wants 100
sacks he probably gein from two to len.
We are making po contracts and all sugar
s sold at the market price on the day of
delivery. 1 look for cheap sugar all win-
ter, but maybe the price will not be as low
as it 18 now."”

E. C. Howe of the American Beet Sugar
company was seen and made the following
statement: ‘“The Sugar trust has invaded
the territnry where the beet sugar producers
have been accustomed to market thelr
product and is offering sugar in limited
quantities for sale nt a less price than the
cost of production of beet sugur. At some
polnts within the territory of the beet men
the Sugar trust offered sugar at 1y cents
per pound, while In New York (a polnt
frora which they supply the sugar) the sale
price was 485 cente. This Is u life or
death confllet for the beet sugar Industry.
The advantage of that industry to the
tarmer and the natlon will be reallzed If
you reflect that from an insignificant pro-
duction of ten years ago the total pro-
duction for 1001 is estimated at from 150,000
to 200,000 tons and over §1,000,000 will he
paid to the farmers this year for thelr
beet crop.

“The beet sugar men are not unmindful
of the gnormous power of the Sugar trust.
It bas milllons at its commund which it
can afford to lose, while this vigorous in-
fant bheet sugnr Industry has but bhundreds.
Notwithstanding this disparity in resources,
the beet sugar men do not propose to Eur-
render. If they are to be crushed to death
by this glant monopoly, they will at least
dle hard, but there is no reason why this
industry, of so much advantage to the
people of the United States, should be
erushed, but we need the co-operation of
every man who has the good of his country
at heart. The people of the United States
are senaible enough to know what It means
to them. They muy make a temporary galn
by buying & lttle cheap sugar, but they also
know that once the beet sugar Industry Is
killed they will be at the mercy of the
Sugar trust and whatever advantage they
may have galned in the few briel months
of battle will be dearly pald for through
the years t0 come,

“Do pot be carried away by the spurlous
pretensions of the Bugar trust, Thelr ob-
ject 18 to crush out the beet sugar Industry.
They are making absurd pretensions of a
grievance against the beet sugar men to
cover up their real purpose. They claim
that an allowance of & rebswe of 10 cents
per 100 pounda made by the beet men was a
secret rebate and cut, which gives them
ground for punishing the beet men. Thie
f¢ ap absurd concoctlon. The making of a
differential between the granulated product
of the refinery and of the plantation ap-
plied to the cane product of Loulsiana
before the beet sugar industry started, and
the beet men merely followed an estab-
lished precedent, Desldos, the refiners
themselves have mades the 10-cent differen-
tial in the past when handling beet fac-
tory sugars.

“Do not be misled, We are by no means
powerlegs and If we had the co-operatlion
of all good citizens, upon whom we foeel
that we have the right to rely, the beet
sugar men will strike back in no uncer-
taln way apd will not be crushed out of
exlstence, even by the Bugar trust, the
greatest of all American monopoliea."
